Blithely he left us and, assum ­ 
ing th at he escapes alive, he will 
retu rn w ith the sam e unruffled 
mien which he has somehow always 
managed to retain in those more or 
less august precincts of the upper 
house. 
Even as the cables provided the 
final figures on the death toll of the 
latest Japanese earthiiuake. Sena­ 
tor Bingham was headed for the 
land of Nippc ¡ 
1/ 
As the Chinese w ar grows hotter. 
Senator Bingham is also on his way 
toward Shanghai by way of Peking. 
And if the earthq uakes or the 
coolies don’t get him, the Moro 
head 
hunters 
will 
have 
their 
chance, for the senator subseq uent­ 
ly' plans to spend three weeks in 
the Philippines. 
We who have been privileged to 
observe Senator Bingham in action 
— if his calm, m easured movements 
and utterances may be called ac­ 
tion—can easily visualize the scene 
in case he m eets grave menace 
from any of the sources of peril 
which lie along his path.

ins” over night, with hay 18 ] cents. 
How they made the change is

stated but they did. These trifles are 
important only as 
they

march of progress or the footprints 
of time.

As a (practical proposition, it 
is well to avoid trying to gather too 
much data for your oration. 
You 


should determine the particular lino 
along which you are to construct 
your speech, and not be led aside 
by cxtrajneous ideas, even though 
they have their aippeal. 


"The ten-mimrte time limit -upon 


the orations makes it 
imperative 


that everything 'be concentrated up- 
on giving a single and vivid impress- 
ion in your address." Under that ri- 
gorous rule of brevity, Lincoln, ra- 
ther than Burke, should be your or- 
atorical model." That is not equiva- 
lent to saying that Burke was not 
one of the greatest orators, but sim- 
ply that his particular technique is 
totally unfitted to the specific prob- 
lem before you.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Reading William Ilerschcl's arti- 


cle in Saturday's Evening News, we 
earn that Indianapolis 'was platted 
;wo years before Rushville. We 
earn, too, that Washington street 
was well supplied with trees 
and 


stumps, as was Main 
Street 
in 


Rushville. Those, who remember the 
digging of the sewer ditch on Main, 
between and 
Second and 
Third 


streets, will remember the excavation 
of h'ligh logs, put down in an early 
day and covered with .brush 
and* 


'lay, to make a road. Many of these 
cxgs, were found some four feet lie- 
ow the street surface 
and 
-were 


mostly of oak and swamp ash, and 
although in the ground nearly 
a 


hundred years, were in a fair state 
jf preservation. 


All this, in itself, is neither new 


ior 
wonderful, 
hut 
teaches 
the 


young people of today, what labor 
and privation the early poinccrs en- 
lured to transmit to posterity the 
iresent conditions. Nor does it re- 
quire a Mathesala 
to 
remember, 


ivhcii we had neither paved side- 
walks nor streets. Train Caldwell, 
Robert Suce, 
Samuel 
Jack 
and 


James Delauey had been appointed 
to locate a county scat and on June 
17th, 1822, reported to the 
board 


of commissioners, the location 
as 


now situated, which report was rc- 
eived and approved. 


Aumiziah Morgan, Jehu 
Perkins 


and John Julian 
were 
our 
first 


board of commissioners and after 
approving sucli report the next day 
appointed Conrad Sailors, who was 
a surveyor, to lay off the town of 
Rushville, on the land which 
had 


been previously donated 
for 
that 


purpose 4>y Dr. W. B. Laughlin and 
Zacharian Hodges. On this territory 
there were to 'be laid out in lots not 
less than 150-llor more than 200 but 
as a matter of fact only 151 were 
platted, now styled "Original plat." 


Julv 29th, 1822, -was named 
as 


the day for a public sale of lots 
and quite a number 'were sold. In 
platting the public_ square was loca- 
ted as we find it 'and the work of 
making a town out of a dense woods 
was begun. No streets, no bouses 
and few lines, except "blazed" trees 
and location of lots was 
-by refer- 


ence to the original plat was made 
by Sailors. Early historians 
have 


glibly given dates and 
locations, 


•but reference to the records fails to 
substantiate their claims. Abstrac- 
tors will notice there is no date-on 
the original plat. We read that the 
first jail was built in 1822 
and a 


court, house in 1823, but •we fail to 
find any record of when civil author- 
ity was established and naturally 
wonder why they were in such haste 
to build a jail and court house. 


This court house stood till 184S, 


when what we, of today, style the 
old court,.was built only to give way 
in 1890 to the "house that 
Cal 


built,'" our present 'beautiful 
stone 


and steel structure. The quotation 
refers to Calvin B. Joaes, .then « 


commissioner and at the time cre- 
dited, with, or "cussed" for 
the 


building "at that time." Well we 
built it, we paid for it, and, like an- 
other allusion, "those who came to 
scoff remained to pray." 
Nobody 


went "broke" because of it, and to- 
day it is a standing challenge to 
any other public 'building in the 
state, for beauty, 
durability, 
an-1 


economy of construction. 


Moral: Don't get in the 'way of 


the juggernaut of progress.

south of the court house. The ttrst 
postmaster in Rushville was Char- 
les Vecder in 1S22 ('/) and the flrst 
school in the county taught by W. 
B. Laughlin in 1S21.

No attempt is made to give dates 


but rather a sequence of happen- 
ings. In 1830 the town had grown 
"and a new addition was platted, just 
west of the original plat, by W. B. 
Laughlin, followed in 1847 by Brid- 
ges and Tingley, in 1850 'by Smith 


and Can- and others until now we 
have nearly fifty platted additions. 


Hard work soon cleared and made 


passable the streets in the 'business 
district, but the sidewalks were made 
mostly of tan bark and mud, mixed 
with "c-uss words." Drainage was a 
big item and as the outlet was poor, 
resort was had to filling, as eviden- 
ced by the buried corduroy on Main 
Street. 


In 1856 Col. Alfred Posey built a 


large distillery in what is now Cir- 
eleville and for years did an exten- 
sive business, but' the historians tells 
•us, that the distiller had to go out 
of business, because farmers' found 
it more profitable to feed J^e^r, corn 
to two dollar hogs! If, as asserted, 
one bushel of corn will ntaie1'v 
gallons of whiskey, and pure w 
key is worth eighty dollar/ a gallon, 
and corn worth sixty cents now, it 
requires no f amaus mathematician to 
figure that Col. Posey lived in the 
wrong age. 


John Perry was the first licensed 


liquor dealer in the county and Job 
Pugh the next, each paying $7.50 
for" a retail license. At all taverns 
liquor was sold as well as toed" and 
board. The commissioners regulated 
prices for each—meals 
were 
25 


cents; beds 6i cents, corn or oats 
12i tents per gallon and "stand- 
ins" over night, -with hay 18i tents. 
How- they made the change is not 
stated but they did. These trifles are 
important only as 
they 
resemble 


geological discoveries and mark the 
march of progress or the footprints 
of time.
